Today Is the anniversary of the 
most tragic outlawry in the history 
of Orange county. 
On the morning of December 16 , 
1912, a desperado named Ira Jdnes 
was driven Into the hills at Tomato 
Springs. He killed Under Sheriff Rob­ 
ert Squires, fatally wounded A. L. 
Prater and seriously wounded Deputy 
Sheriff J. F. Stacy, now living at 
1024 West Third, and W illiam Cul­ 
ver, 901 East Second, before he was 
himself killed. 
Jones was a stranger here. He 
came down from Oregon. Following 
an attack upon a girl whose home 
was on a ranch near Irvine, the man 
went into the hills. He was armed 
with a rifle, with which he demon­ 
strated remarkable 
ability 
as 
a 
marksman. 
In the early morning, Squires led 
the way through the brush following 
Jones’s trail. Jones from a clump of 
small treos began firing at Squires, 
Stacy, C. E. Jackson, Sam Jernigan, 
Siii Smithwick, B. W . Jerome, Hugh. 
McDonald, Harry Spencer, W arren 
Dross, 
I. 
C. 
Jenkins 
and others. 
Squires fell and his body was riddled 
with bullets from the bandit’s rifle. 
Shot in Shoulder 
“Tex” Stacy was 
shot 
in 
the 
shoulder. Some months ago the bul­ 
let worked its way against one of 
his lungs, and he came very near 
dying from its effects. The bullet 
has since been worked to a new lo­ 
cation and Stacy is gradually recov­ 
ering his shattered health. 
Prater and Culver were wounded 
when they, with Arthur Robinson, 
W’. C. Jerome, H arry Tubbs and 
Sheriff C. E. Ruddock went into 
the brush in an effort to recover 
Squires’ body. Prater died at the 
hospital some days later. Culver, 
who was shot in the knee, lost his 
leg. 
The bandit crawled through the 
brush to the bottom of a big cup in 
the hills. A detachment of Co. L. m il­ 
itiamen under Capt. N. A. Ulm was 
making its wa^ up the gulch toward 
Jones when he began firing at the 
militiamen. 
Bandit Woimded 
Previous to that time Jones had 
been struck in the forearm with a 
bullet and his shooting was not as 
accurate as it had been* earlier In 
the morning. 
Seeing that he was surrounded, for 
by that time scores of men were on 
the rim of the basin, Jones jumped 
from cover of the gulch, ran a few 
yards, and dived back into the gulch. 
Many shots were fired at him. He 
was found dead with a bullet hole in 
his head. The consensus of opinion, 
w'hile differed in by many, was that 
Jones committed suicide. 
For days following the killing of 
the bandit, there was doubt as to 
his identity. At first it was believed 
that he was a young man named Mat­ 
lock from Oregon. It was ultimately 
proven to the satisfaction of prac­ 
tically all investigators that the man 
was Ira Jones.

JAPANESE SITUATION 
DISCUSSED IN CANADA 


OTTAWA, Ont., Dec. 16.—“Does 
this mean that the United States is 
really apprehensive of Japan?” asked 
the Montreal Gazette after referen­ 
ces to the Japanese California ques­ 
tion and to Pacific Coast matters. It 
recalls the United States naval Sec­ 
retary's Washington intimation “that 
the day will never come when a pow­ 
erful fleet will not be kept in the 
Pacific,” and discusses same.
